The  schools  have  been  visited  and  the  sanitary 
conditions  found  satisfactory,  except  for  drainage  defects  attthe  Jfellor  Council 
School.  The  County  Education  Authority  have  arranged  foft  the  reconstruction  of 

the  system  and  the  provision  of  a  suitable  outfall,  and  the  works  are  to  be  proceeded 
with  in  the  near  future.
